v.heat,” said Cecit Lamont, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the North-West Line Eleva¬ 
tors Association, on his return from 
attending the annua! conference of 
the United States Farm Chemurgic 

• Conference held at St. Louis, Mo. The 
conference was attended by leaders 
of agriculture, industry and science 
trom.the United Slates, South Ameri¬ 
ca, and China. 

Manufacture of syrup from wheat 
was developed at the United States 
Government's Northern Research la¬ 
boratory at Peoria, Illinois. Commer¬ 
cial production is already' under way 
at the rate oi 1,000,000 pounds per 
month, its quality and taste equals 
that of corn syrup. The new product 
is being manufactured in a beet sugar 
plant. 

Wheat syrup oflVrs distinct possi¬ 
bilities for new industries in Western 
Canada and would result in a new 
market for wheat. .There are three 
beet sugar plants located in Western 
Canada—one at Winnipeg and two in 
Alberta. 'In addition there are two 
piants in Ontario. These plants oper¬ 
ate only from three to four months of 
the year in processing sugar beets. 
With slight plant adjustment they 
could engage in manufacturing wheat 
syrup for the remaining eight months 
of the year. These plants could pro¬ 
duce upwards of 60,000,000 pounds of 
wheat syrup annually and do much to 
lelieve the shortage of syrup and oth¬ 
er sweetenings iii Canada, the line 
eievators’ spokesman said. 

• United States Government repre¬ 
sentatives at the conference stated 
that. 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
would be used in the United States in 
1044 for the manufacture of alcohol 
for war purposes. The quantity of 
wheat used :n mu king alcohol during 
the past 18 months has done much to 
strengthen the price of wheat. Since 
1938 the Line Elevator Companies 
have been urging intensified research 
into finding new industrial uses for 
wheat and other farm products and 
have consistently urged the Govern¬ 
ment to establish i Western Division 
of the National Research Council with 
fully equipped laboratories for farm 
iroduets research work. 

Canada Should Get Busy 

"With the uncertain.'post-war trade 
outlook for wheat Canada should get 
research projects under way immed¬ 
iately in seeking expanded industrial 
uses for this cereal, said Mr. Lamont. 
Price improvement already brought 
about through industrial utilization of 
wheat demonstrates the value of re¬ 
search. Opponents of the chemurgic 
idea said that wheat would have to 
sell at 20 cents a bushel for conver¬ 
sion into alcohol. When these state¬ 
ments were being made wheat was 
70 cents a bushel. To day with large 
scale conversion of wheat into alcohol 
Canada is able to sell to the United 
States all the v/heat that railroads 
and lakedioats can carry, at approxi¬ 
mately $1.40 per bushel. In addition 
Canadian plants last year used more 
than 7,000,000 bushels of wheat for 
manufacture of war supplies. 

Those attending the conference 
heard how science had developed the 
production of the wonder-drug Peni¬ 
cillin, fifty fold which had resulted in 
18 government plants being built in 
the United States and two in Canada 
at a cost of $20,000,000 for production 
of Penicillin. 

Search is being made for a means 
of replacing top soils. Nature’s meth¬ 
od takes 400 years to produce one inch 
cf top soil. Scientists hope to find a 
means of doing this in 3 or 4 years 
instead of 400 years. 

Scientists reported that plastics 
could be made from virtually every 
type of farm wastes, even including 
straw and egg shells. More than 
125,000,000 tons of'straw and other 
farm wastes could be used industrially 
if the transportatior problem could 
be overcome, Mr. Lamont concluded.

The Canadian Red Cross Mobile 
■ Blood Donor Unit made its first visit 
to Vulcan on Monday, Mav 22nd. 

The clinic was held in the Canadian 
Legion hall commencing at 9 a.m, and 
finishing at 12..‘ 0' as 80 persons could 
handled in the set time. This num¬ 
ber had registered and were mai’e 1 
ttlmplete instructions as to rules to hi* 
followed in legard to what or what 
not to eat. There was also a waiting 
list to be drawn from in case sonie 
were unable to come. This was-very 
fortunate as thro" were unable to 
come from the country because of the 
rain, and two were called away at the 
last minute. Despite this. 80 report¬ 
ed and fit of this number were accept¬ 
ed. This established a near record, 
as only.one town has done better, 
having had 65 accepted. 

For various reasons, all donors 
blood is not accepted. At least four 
h'ul not. followed essential rules out¬ 
lined for them .and even though tl ev 
donated their blood, it was found that 
at'tov stan >ing in n cut liter fg a 
short time, it contained fat and con¬ 
sequently had to be discarded. 

As blood tests are taken by a labor¬ 
atory technician, also case histories 
of all prospective donors, immediate¬ 
ly before, it is found to be the rule 
every place, that some are rejected 
for one cause or another. Had those 
who ate food containing fat. not done 
so, Vulcan would Have surpassed all 
records up to date. The nurse in 
charye of the Mobile Unit commend¬ 
ed the Vulcan Clinic for having a 
complete number of 80 donors report, 
and all on, or ahead of their appoint¬ 
ed time. Him nfs o pxpre-sed her ap¬ 
preciation of all arrangements and 
preparations that were made for the 
coming of the clinic. 

She thought that the Vulcan Red 
Cross Society was indeed fortunate 
in having such a place as the Cana¬ 
dian Legion hall in which to conduct 
their activities; and all the members 
of the Mobile Unit expressed them¬ 
selves being well pleased with their 
visit to Vulcan, and thanked all who 
assisted in any way to make their 
visit successful. 

Tie Mobile Clinic expects to make 
a return visit, in three months timp.

Each donor’s blood is sealed in its 
mvn container and labelled with the 
donor’s number, packed in strong 
cases and sent to EtJjnonton. There a 
complete record will lie filed of each 
donor’s blood, and it will receive 
treatment before being sent to Tor- 
•mto to be processed, sterilized and 
dii'il. It will then resemble soan 
flakes. and will be ready for instant 
use iust by adding the required 
amount of water. 

If anv blood contains fat. it cannot 
be dried. Let all donors keep this im- 
poitant fact in mind. 

Mrs. Jack Marshall, the local secre¬ 
tary of the Red Cross, who had charge 
of -arrangements for the clinic, wishes 
to express her appreciation to all who 
contributed in any way to help make 
Vulcan’s fust Rlood Donor'Clinic the 
success that it was.
